(Nebraska) Journal, relative to the. 
life, death and burial of my mother 
who was born in Gettysburg and who 
last visited there in 1853. 
“ Her father, George Gilbert, had 
a number of brothers and sisters and j 
there may be some of their descend­ 
ants still living in Adams county who , 
will be interested in hearing about 
mother. 
“She often told of her life and Get­ 
tysburg ami I have long desired to 
visit the place, but my trips east 
have heretofore been too hurried to 
permit me to gratify that desire.” 
Dies December ll 
The Lincoln Journal 
writing 
of 
Mrs. Whitmore’s death says: 
“ Elizabeth Catherine Gilbert was 
born in the historic village of Get- 
tysburg, Adams county, Pennsylvania. 
on September 14, 1831. 
She died at 
Lincoln, December ll, 1925, at the age 
of ninety-four. 
Her father there was 
George* Gilbert, a native of Adams 
county, Pennsylvania, 
a 
prosperous 
coach maker. 
Her mother was Eliza­ 
beth Evans, a native of Wales. 
“When she was seventeen years old 
her parents removed to Dayton, Ohio, 
where she met Joseph Knisely Whit­ 
more, to whom she was married on 
March 7, 1854. 
The young couple 
spent part of their honeymoon on a j 
steamboat trip down the Ohio and up 
the Mississippi 
Rivers to Keokuk, 
Prom there they went overland to Mi. 
Pleasant, Iowa, where Mr. Whitmore 
was in the mercantile business. 
In 
the fall of 1859, Mr. Whitmore having 
disposed of his business, the fami­ 
ly, then augmented by two sons, re­ 
turned to Dayton, making the journey 
in a covered spring wagon. 
“ In 1881 the family 
removed to 
Nebraska and located 
at 
Emerald, 
near Lincoln, where they lived for 
over twenty years and then came into 
the city of Lincoln. 
On March 7, 
1914, this couple celebrated the six­ 
tieth anniversary of their marriage 
and one month later Mr. Whitmore 
passed on at the age of eighty-seven 
years and six months.

Whitmore became the mother 
of eight sons and two daughters, all 
of whom survive her.

by the union of Joseph Knisely Whit­ 
more and Elizabeth Gilbert, death has 
invaded the family 
circle but five 
times, the death of 2 small great 
grandchildren, of a daughter-in-law, 
of the husband and father and lastly 
now the wife and mother. 
“Both the Gilbert and the Whitmore 
families were 
connected 
with

English Lutheran church and Mr. and 
Mrs. Whitmore did much work in that 
denomination for many years. 
Both 
were singers and were members of 
the choir. While in Mt. Pleasant they 
affiliated with the Methodist church. 
After taking up 
their 
residence in 
Lincoln both united 
with

Congregational 
church 
and 
were 
members thereafter of that denom­ 
ination. 
“Mrs. Whitmore was a pioneer in 
three states and withstood all the 
hardships of pioneer life. 
She was 
of a vigorous constitution and never 
suffered from serious 
ailment.

gave her family every care. She read 
many books and magazines, and all 
the daily papers.

kept up a
